U, S$. EXPENDITURES TO DATE 
$900,000,000 OVER LAST YEAR 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—The Govern 
ment’s expenditures for the fiscal year 
ending June 30 so far reached $1,600,000, - 
000 today, more than $900,000,000 In excess 
of last year’s expenditures up to the 
present date and a new high record in 
American history. The chief item of the 
increase, $607,500,000, was purchase of the 
obligations of foreign Governments ‘in 
exchange for loans advanced to the al- 
lies. The sum does not represent by ap- 
proximately $140,000,000 the total amount 
authorized in loans. An increase of ap- 
proximately $245,000,000 in the ordinary 
disbursements of the Government, chief- 
ly due to military and naval needs, also 
is recorded. 

Ordinary sscnniin also show an in- 
crease of more than one-third over last 
year, the total to date being }§°18,000,000. 
The chief item of increase is the in 
tax, payment so far this year having 
reached the total of $155,000,000, as com- 
pared with $28,000,000 last yeas.

It substituted the Levey 
food bill, passed yesterday by the 
Jiouse, providing for a food census And 
prohibition stimulation, for a simiUar 
bill the Senate has been considering 
and added an amendment by Senator 
Pindexter ‘to penalize storage of food- 
stuff and other necessaries with intent 
to limit supplies or enhance prices. 

The bill as amended then was report- 
ed for debate, with one amendment, by 
Senator Kenyon, to exempt farmers an: 
other original producers from operation 
of the storage provision. 

Howse appropriations for various items 
were generally reduced, bringing the 
total of the bill from $14,70,000 to about 
$12, 250,000. 

Cuts Free Seed Fund. 

The committee reduced from $5,77,- 

G0 to $2,500,000 the House appropriation 
for free distribution of seeds and 
changed the Heuse bill so that the de- 
partment may buy but not commandeer 
seed supplies, sell them for cash, but 
not credit. 
For employment of persons to carry 
out the food census and other aéminis- 
trative work of the bill, the Senate com- 
mittee increased the House aprpopriation 
of $547,000 to $1,200,000.

Germans Should Have Known Yan- 
kee Inventive Genius: Would Solve 
Problem, Columbia University 
Professor Declares. 

NEW YORK, May 29.—Prof: Michael 
i. Pupin of Columbia University, presi- 
dent of the New York Academy of Sci- 
at the centennial meeting of the 
predicted that the 
submarine menace would be 


solved effectively and that the Amert- 
can public soon would realize ‘the val- 
ue of the men of science in meeting 
the ruthless undersea warfare."’ 


Recalling that Germany had widely 
advertised to the world that the sub- 
marine was her last “trump card."’ Prof. 
Pupin said the “inventive genius of the 
Yankee” which had given to the world 
the submarine, the telegraph, the tele- 
phone, the flying machine and the rapid- 
fire gun, soon would “demonstrate to a 
waiting world that the same genius

CHARLESTON, §&S. C., May 23.—Major- 
General Leonard Wood, now command- 
ing the Southeastern Department of the 


army, which émbraces all the Southern 
States except Virginia, West Vircinia, 
Texas and Oxlahoma, has received from 
the Southerners a welcome such as has 
not been accorded an officer of the 
United States Army since the Civil War. 
On his arrival in CWarleston, great 
crowds turned out to greet him, and Gov. 
Manning told him that if the men of the 
South go to France, as they want to. 
they want to go under Gen. Wood. More. 
than 20,000 people acclaimed Gen, Wood 
on his arrival in Charleston, and two 
days later a much larger neers wel- 
comed him to Atlanta.

A CANNERY 10

The Women's Central Committee on 
Food Conservation has decided to open, 
jin co-operation with the Third street 
} commission men, a cannery at 806 North 


waste products of Commission Row wil. 
be canned for winter consumption. 

Use of the four-story building has 
been donated by McAdaris Estate. The 
Women's Committee will finance the 
undertaking, making the necessary re- 
pairs and furnishing the machinery and 
equipment of a model Cannery. 

The cannery proper will be installed 
on the second floor, the first floor being 
used as a receiving and storage room, 
and the third and fourth floors as a 
drying department and for the storage 
of the canned products. 

Commission men each day will deliver 
after market hours their surplus stock 
to the cannery, where it will be sorted, 
culled and canned according to the latest 
and most approved methods, under the 
supervision of experts from the Home 
Economics department of the State Uni- 
versity. Women employed at the can- 
nery will be paid for their labor partly 
in raw material and partly in the can- 
néd goods they have helped to put up, 
thus reducing largely the capital re- 
quired for the financing of the under- 
taking, the amount of the wage being 
figured according to the cost of the fin- 
ished product. 

The number of women who have al- 
ready applied for work in the co-opera- 
tive canery has been sufficient to’ assure 
ine success of the undertaking from the 
standpoint of labor. . Several women 
from Neighborhood House and of King: 
dom House asked that they might be 
placed at work there at the earliest op- 
portunity. Fifty thousand glass jars 
have been contracted for tmmediute de- 
livery. Mrs. Clarence Beck and Mrs. 
Fabianson Carlander have bean ap 

pointed managers of the.cannery.

AND FRANCE FUNDS 


Minister of Finance Reveals Fact 
When Discussing Flow of Gold | 
From U. S. 


WILL RELIEVE STRESS 
Tokio Official Expresses Hope 
That America Will Join in 


Advance to China. 


TOKIO, May %®.—The heavy move- 
ment of gold from the United States 
to Japan was explained today by Kazue 
Shoda. Minister of Finance, as being 
due principally to the fact that the !n- 
debtedness of Great Britain and France 
to Japan is being paid partly through 
America. 

Shoda revealed that Japan is nego- 
tiating with Great Britain and France 
with the purpose of making war loans 
to them, while private Japanese con- 
cerns, including the specie and indus- 
trial banks, are planning the purchase 
of British and French securities held 
in the United States. These operations 
will reduce the outflow of American 
gold and relieve the burden of Japan's 
accumulating supplies. 

Shoda emphasized the fact thaf the 
trade balance was not an exaét guaxe 
of the situation, pointing out that Japan 
now has’a yearly income of 300,000,009) 
yen ($150,000,000) from abroad in the 
form of ocean freights, insurance an: 
remittances from Japanese in other 
countries. He also called attention tu 
the fdct that British discount restric- 
tions made necessary the sending of 
specie to India in settlement of the im- 
portation yearly of cotton to the valite 
of 200,000,000 yen. 

Japan's specie holdings are increasing 
at the rate of about 67,000,000 yen month- 
ly, M. Shoda estimated, the present total 
being about 838,000,000 ($419,500,000). Only 
15,000,000 yen gold has been imported 
from America since Jan. 1, he said. 

The loans to be madé to Great Britain 
and France will give important aid to 
the entente, in the opinion of Shoda. He 
was hopeful that Japan's proposal to 
the United States to join in the Chinese 
loan group and her suggestion that 
American capitalists co~operate with 
Japan in China would be adopted. 

“The Government is convinced,’’ he 
said, ‘‘that the mutual interests of Ja- 
pan and the United States would be 
served by co-operation in China which

ERMAN HOPE 13 
TO SMASH FRANCE, 
‘BEFORE WE GO IN 


Chicago Tribune Writer Says 
That This Is Teutonic Plan to 
Win the War. 


‘GREAT DRIVE EXPECTED 


Fresh Army of 1,000,000 or 
More Reported to Be Ready 
for Von Hindenburg. 


CHICAGO, May 2%.—Arthur Sears 
Hennings, in today’s Chicago Tribune, in 
a dispatch from Washington says: 

“Smash France before the 
States gets in. 

“This is Germany’s chief hope of vic- 
tory, and it is the policy on which the 
German Government is concentrating all 
its energies. A revelation of the power 
of Germany to carry out this program is 
expected within the next six weeks. 

“The situation is viewed as desperate 
by many American army officers. he 
Allies are weakened and war weary and 
waiting for the United States to come in 
and give Germany the coup de grace. 

‘But the United States will not get ti 
effectually until next year. The Govern- 
ment does not contemplate sending more 
than 100,000 men before snow flies. Sv 
with the submarines on the sea and Hin- 
denburg on the land, Germany has near- 
ly a year in which to carry out her of- 
fort to wrest victory from impending 
defeat. 

U. S&S. Has Startling Facts. 

“The American Government has come 
into possession of a vast amount of 
startling information concerning the 
war situation in which the United States 
is involved, but the contents of this dis- 
patch are all that I am at liberty to 
present in print under the terms of vol- 
untary censorship. 

“The administration has learned that 
Germany has:a new army of between 
1,000,000 and 1,500,000 men who never have 
been in the trenches, but have been 
under intensive training for severa) 
months. These fighters were released 
from the factories by the industrial re- 
organization resulting from the German 
man-power legislation and by the labor 
of the Belgian workmen deported to 
Germany.» ; 

“The American miktary authorities 
believe that Von Hindenburg, reinforced 
by this fresh army, is about to launch 
a terrific onslaught on the western 
front. 


United 


Stripping Eastern Front. 

The Germans are stripping the east- 
ern front of their crack fighting or- 
ganizations for the further rein- 
forcement of Hindenburg in this 
drive. It now appears that the re- 
ports of a German movement against 
Russia and a German drive on Pe- 
trograd originated in Berlin and were 
put forth to deceive the allies as to 
the true objective of the German pro- 
gram. 

“Russia, torn with revolution and 
anarchy, is out of commission in a 
military sense. Russia evinces a dis- 
position to let Germany alone if Ger- 
many will let h.r alone. Russia is 
furnishing some food to Germany and 
may furnish more. The situation is 
as acceptable to Germany as would 
be a separte peace with Russia. Ger- 
many is free to turn with full furce 
on her western foes. 

“It is known that Germany expect- 
ed the United States to enter the war 
with the resumption of the ruthless 
submarine warfare and planned 
then to strike a mortal blow at France 
before America could come to the 
rescue. 

British Stopped Hindenburg. 

“But the British struck Hindenburg 
before he could prepare his onslaught. 
He was compelled to retire. 

“Now, however, the allied offensive 
appears to have spent itself and 
American military authorities are 
beginning to see signs of the matur- 
ing Hindenburg plan. The great 
German General] is striking here and 
there, feeling out the strength of the 
allied resistance. It is estimated that 
it will take Hindenburg from three 
to six weeks to prepare fully for the 
great offensive. 

“France is exhausted in man power 
and, moreover, is withdrawing sev- 
eral hundred thousand men from 
the trenches to revive ship building 
and extend factory work. The Brit- 
ish began diverting men from the 
army to the factories almost as soon 
as the United States entered.”

ES, Bo, it was the cackling of geese that once saved Rome. 


And, you 


never can tell—perhaps all the cackling’ going on about the Stymie, 


may result in saving golf from being split wide open. 


No, Bo—you have the wrong idea. A stymie is not played at the 19th 


You can’t bite a stymie and you 
can’t pick it up; you can’t buy 
it or sell it; you can’t play it, un- 
less you pull off an accident; and 
about the only thing human you 
ean do to it is CUSS it—which is 
the usual course.

A stymie usually bobs up just 
as you_are about to hole down. 
At this point you develop un- 
dreamed of resources in exple- 
tives, and promptly line-up with 
the Western Golf Association in 
agreeing that a “stymie’’ ought 
to be abolished. On the? other 
hand, if you're the lucky fellow, 
the rules of the U. 8. G, A. sud- 
denly become the all rightest lit- 
tle paragraphs ever printed—with 
especial reference to stymies. 

The stymie, in short. is a sort 
of a barrage which intervenes 
between the man who is about to 
hole out, and his objective. Of 


course, if the stymie- could be- 
come between some pares and 
the cup at hole No. 19, the cause 
of humanity would be served. As 
it is we fear that only the cause 
of profanity prospers.

’Twixt Deep Sea and Old Nick. 


ETTING down to cold turkey, 
a stymie exists when the Dal! 
you aré compelled by the U. S&S. 
G. A. rules to play is blocked by 
an opponent's ball which lies di- 
rectly in the path between your 
little red dimple and the flag 
rod. If you shoot straight for 
the cup you knueck your oppo- 
nent in first; if you don’t shoot 
straight, you miag the cup. 
The Western Golf’ Association 
has gaid that the old rule is 
wrong, and that the ball nearest 


to the cup must be played first— 
relieving the strain. What the 
other associations about the coun- 
trv are going to do in’ this con- 
nection is interemting the United 
States—in intervals between war 
and baseball discussions, at least.

New Rule Badly Worded. - 


A S we get the situation from a 

Regular Golfer, the West- 
ern G. A. topped its big drive 
against the stymie. It meant 
well, but it went into the rough 
on the firat stroke. Our inform- 
ant’s view of the situation is 
this: 

“At least part of the opposition 
to the Western Association's 
atymie rule is due to its wording. 
A little different phrasing might 
have enlisted a lot of support 
from persons who see technical 
objections to the rule, as it 
star. ds. 

“This states specifically: ‘When 
both balls are on the putting 
green, the ball nearest the hole 
must be played first.’ The mis- 
take in the wording of this con- 
sists in that it contains aw provi- 
sion for conditions under which 
the balls are on OPPOSITE sides 
of the cup. The rule should con- 
tain the phrase: ‘only when both 
balla are on the same side of the 
cup.’ 

“Here's how the rile might 
work as it stands now: If A 
pitches closer to the hole than B, 
and B is on the green jin three 
while his opponent has a four, A 
is unjustly required to play his 
ball FIRST merely because of his 
lie. Every player would prefer 
to .have his rival play first and 
reserve for himself the edge of 
shooting last. The balls may be 
in such positions that a stymie 
would be absolutely impossible; 
but it would be a violation of the 
letter of the law and involve a 
penalty of a hole in match play, 
or- two strokes in medal play, to 
play the nearest ball last.” 

It’s all right. Bo. No doubt it's 
tough luck. But to us golf pa- 
gans on the outside of ‘the know,’ 
it would appear that whether you 
win before or after the other fel- 
low has had his last gasp, doesn’t 
make a world of difference.

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New York Man Names It “Terrora!!” 
and Says It Ie 10,000 Times as 
Strong as Dynamite, 
NEW YORK, May 2.—Dr. D. de 
Waltoff, newly-elected vice president 
of the American Medic-Pharmaceutal 
League, declared last night at the an- 
nual meeting and banquet of the league 
in the Hotel Astor, that he and his 
son, who is a chemist. had discovered 
an explosive so powerful that a five- 
tablet would wreck the Wool- 
worth Building. 


“We were experimenting to find a 
cheap substitute for, gasoline and were 
using a compound in a wedgewood mor- 
tar three feet across the bowl,’’ said 
Dr. Waltoff. ‘‘Suddenly there was a 
terrific explosion and the mortar was 
pulverized. I am going to be very con- 
servative in my estimate of the new ex- 
plosive which resulted from this acci- 
dent. I will say it is 19,000 times more 
powerful than dynamite.”’ 

Dr. de Waltoff has named the ex- 
plosive ‘‘Terrorall.’’ He said the sub- 
stances used are easily obtained in this 
country and “not further away than 
New Jersey.”’

The acid test of the German Government's 
claim that Germany is fighting for existence ig 
found in Germany's attitude towards peace. 

There has been much talk in Germany about 
peace and the German Chancellor has proposed 
peace parleys, but there has never yet been an 
authoritative intimation that the German Gov- 
erhmment would accept peace on terms which 
guaranteed the continued existence of Germany. 

The German Chancellor has persistently re 
fused to state or even hint the terms upon which 
Germany would make peace. There is an ele- 
ment in Germany, submerged and powerless po- 
litically, which suggests peace without annexe- 
tions, but the dominant, ruling element insists 
upon victory with indemnity and expansion. 
These elements, close to the throne and consti- 
tuting the backbone of German imperialism, in- 
sist that Germany fight to complete victory and 
use her victory to gain expansion of territory, 
increase of political domination and greater fight- 
ing power for further victories. 

Pan-Germanism is.in the governmental saddle 
and there is reason to believe it has the enthusi- 
astic support of German rulers. The defense 
offered for this is the ingenious plea that Ger- 
many’s existence depends upon her expansion 2nd 
her continued growth in territory, power and 
fighting strength. In short, in order to extst, 
Germany must expand at the expense of other 
peoples and dominate the world.

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» Risky Food Innovations. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. - 

As necessity is the mother of inventions so also 
has the present situation brought forth a great 
many new ideas, not to mention schemes to con- 
serve the food supply. Mr. Griffith of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade stated that there were more 
people volunteering to regulate food prices than 
there were volunteering in the army. Food con- 
servation has reached a hysteria which is full of 
dangerous possibilities, which may terminate ser- 
fously. Agitators are urging people to atLandon 
the use of pure wheat bread, such as we are now 
using; and substitute bran bread and whole wheat 
bread and enterprising manufacturers are seizing 
this opportunity to place on the market small 
wheat grinding machines for family use so that 
the housewife will buy wheat instead of flour in 
future and will grind the wheat into whole wheat 
flour and thus save the manufacturing cost, etc. 

Mr. Hoover, our official food regulator to be, 
sounds a special warning regarding whole wheat 
and bran bread. He stated that in Belgium the 
whole wheat bread was tried out, but immediately 
discontinued as the death rate increased alarm- 
ingly. And ‘this is easily understood when we 
consider that bran and wheat bread are recom- 
mended as laxatives and hence must he harmful 
when substituted for food to be eaten three time 
a day. 

The public health demands that we continue our 
mode of living as hitherto and await the advise 
of some competent Government official like Mr. 
H-over, or whoever our President may designate 
fo> the important duty, and not take it upon our- 
selves to introduce any pernicious food conserva- 
tions innovations.

REASONABLE CENSORSHIP. 

Of the 20 censorship rules suggested for the 
guidance of the press during the war, 12 relate to 
military orders.and the movements and operations 
of the army and navy before the object is gained. 
One touches threats and plots against the life 
of the President on the ground that they tend to 
influence weak and hysterical persons to commit 
criminal acts. 
” Secret police activities which might be handi- 
capped by publicity, the movements of alien labor, 
which might cause disorders, are taboo. 
Information concerning the fixed defenses of 
the country is to be withheld with news of the 
movements of merchant ships, their ports of entry 
and departure, which might supply information 
for hostile submarine operations. 
There cannot be objection to the suppression of 
information of this kind, the publication of which 
would aid the enemy and might lead to the frus- 
trating of military. plans or the destruction of 
our defenses or forces. Nor would there be objec- 
tion to rigid restraints on the publieation of such 
information and penalties for violating the reg- 
ulations. 
Objection lies to the suppression of information 
of military operations after the event, whether 
they fail or succeed; the suppression of n2ws of 
blunders or corrupt practices and the suppres- 
sion of criticism and opinion concerning policies 
not bearing on immediategoperations. 
Neither the Government nor army officials, 
from the highest to the lowest, can be exempt 
from criticism for bad judgment, incompetence or 
wrongdoing. Opinion must and will be free. The 
people must be taken into the confidence of the 
Government without

AN EXAMPLE IN WAR: RELIEF. 
During the two years ending Oct. 31, 1916, the 
total-amount contributed by the people of the 
United States towards relief of the Belgian war 
sufferers was $8,747,138. This represents the re- 
sponse of 100,000,000 poople to the heart-rending 
appeals made for sufferers in the country about 
which most was known. 

In about the same period of time the 3,000000 
persons of Jewish origin in America raised and 
distributed a total of $8,200,000 for Jewish war 
sufferers in Europe and Asia. The story of the 
raising of this great fund is told in a pamphiet, 
“American Jews and the War,’ by John W. 
Schmidt’ and Cromwell Childe, two non-Jewish 
New York newspaper men, and is well worth 
reading. 

It will be remembered that, so great, was the 
suffering among the Jews of the warring coun- 
tries, due to war conditions and persecution, that 
President Wilson proclaimed Jan. 27, 1916, as a 
special] day for the collection of contributions to 
aid the destitute people driven from their homes 
and in thousands of cases actually starving 
About $100,000 was collected on that day. 

The $8,200,000 collected by the Jewish relief 
organizations, from their own people, include the 
large gifts of the wealthy and the dimes and 
nickels of the drudging sweat-shop worker. All 
classes have responded with a generosity that has 
again shown the warm-hearted, sympathetic 
quality in the Hebrew character. 

The Jews of America, however, are not satis- 
fied with this record. The work of raising a new 
fund of $10,000,000 is under way. About half of 
this amount is already pledged. The tragedy to 
be met is colossal, but is developing a. spirit 
which is inspiring to others.

Here Mr. Goudiss explained the egg 
preserving process in great detail, but 
as this seemed impracticable for the 
New York City dweller, I asked him to 
make some general suggestions for food 
economy. 


1 UY less meat and buy the cuts 
Which supply the most for the 
money, the round of beef, the 

shoulder of mutton,”’ the food expert ad- 
vises. ‘“‘Learn to eat sugstitutes for 
meat occasionally. Rice and baked beans 
supply exactly the same kind of nour- 
ishment as meat and potatoes, Serve 
rice with fish—with herring for instance, 
which is 8 cents a pound. Serve baked 
or fried bananas as a cheap vegetable. 
Bananas in their jackets are baked ex- 
actly like potatoes, but not so long, and 
are dusted with a little powdered sugar 
if preferred sweetened. Unsweetened 
baked apples or fried, broiled or roasted 
apples are excellent, eaten as a veg- 
etable. 

“Americans have been in the habit of 
throwing away beet, radish and carrot 
tops. These make excellent greens. Not 
an inch of any vegetable shou'd be 
thrown away. Portions too nard to 
serve should be minced or shredded and 
put in the soup stock. In serving onions 
nearly all the flavor is lost if they are 
boiled, while the best way to usc onions 
for flavoring is to mince them very fine 
and allow to cook in butter or fat for a 
few moments.

S is wasted in-this country in bread 

alone,” Mr. Goudiss added. “‘No par- 
ticle of bread should be thrown out. Stale 
bread should be dried and pounded into 
crumbs, which can be used for breading 
—or should be made into toasted squares 
for soups or used for puddings. Whole 
loaves of. bread that have become stale 
should have one end sliced off, the in- 
terior hollowed out and dried for crumbs. 
Then the hollow loaf should be filled 
with any mixture of vegetables or fish 
and the end slice put back and the loa:

poured. over it. No particle of food

UCH has been said and written 
VI of the women who have taken 


up agricultural work in Eu- 
rope, and have proved successful 
farmers, and now, more than ever be- 
fore, women in the United States are 
turning their attention to the same 
pursuits. Writing in the Woman 
Voter, Ruth Litt, in an article en- 
titled “The Woman Farmer and 
Farming,” gives an interesting ac- 
count of her experiences in this field, 
and of the opening which she believes 
it offers to women for a splendid 
work. According to her, many wom- 
en in the Eastern States are conduct- 
ing poultry or squab farms, or are 
specializing in raising certain varie- 
ties of early vegetables and small 
fruits, while, in the Western States, 
many others are managing farms and 
ranches on a large scale. 

“Farming has always appealed to 
me-as a vocation for women,” writes 
Mrs. Litt, in part, “and I mean for 
the woman who must earn her way, 
as well as for the woman with an in- 
come who goes into farming as an 
investment. Note that I Bay ‘a voca- 
tion’ for women, not an amusement, 
for farming, like everything else 
worth while, demands good, hard, 
honest effort. In spite of much good- 
humored raillery and some criticism 
from my friends, I have backed my 
belief by running a farm on practical. 
lines. I have been amply repaid, and 
have demonstrated the worth of my 
attempt, Because I so strongly be- 
lieve that farm life offers a field of 
occupation for women, I give, here a 
little of my own experience. 

“My farming experience has been 
that of the woman with an income to 
whom the initial investment was not 
a hardship. I have had my farm for 
i2 years, and, in the early -days, I 
did much of the superintending and 
some Of the actual work myself, as it 
was difficult to find a superintendent 
who quite fitted in with my views. 
We always fell out over the propos!- 
tion that it was the farm that,was to 
be superintended and not the owner. 
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heavy hauling and planting. I took 
care of the greenhouses, started all 
the seeds, propagated the plants for 
the flower garden and planted a good 
part of them myself. I also raised 
vegetables for table use-in the green- 
houses, so my knowledge is practical, 
not theory or ‘book learning,’:as one 
of my men put it. 

‘During the starting period, I would 
have given much to have been able 
to secure a good, practical, sensible 
woman to carry out my ideas, The 
difficulty with most men is that 
they scorn the little detils which, to 
my mind, are so essential to perfec- 
tion in every line of work. 

“We have about 30 acres under 
cultivation, and this includes hay and 
corn land for the stock, and vege- 
table gardens of perhaps two acres, | 
producing all varieties f vegetables 
except cauliflowers, which we can- 
not raise because We are too near the 
salt water. Our specialties are as- 
paragus, potatoes, small fruits, such 


and blackberries, apples, peaches and 
grapes. We raise under glass all the 
fresh vegetables we can possibly use 
for the table during the winter. A 
part of our products is preserved as 
jellies and,jams and as canned vege- 
tables. 

“We handle our plant on a practical 
basis—just two good cows, two farm 
horses and a small flock of chickens. 
We must have just so much return for 
time and money expended. If the bal- 
ance at the end of the month is not 
just what ff should be, we look for the 
cause and remove it by changing our 
rlans or. by doing away with whatever 
necessitates extra expense or labor. 
“Now a word about the woman with- 
out the income, and her chance in farm 
work. Her opportunity comes by first 
acquiring knowledge and some experi- 
ence at one of our free agricultural col- 
leges, or by practical work on a farm 
or estate, ‘under a competent gardener, 
The latter method commends itself, to 
my way of thinking. Then, having ob- 
tained her training, she may begin by 
securing a position on some large farm, 
adding to her knowledge and progress 
until she is fitted for the management 
and practical handling of one of the
